regarded the filly ſpiteful Reflections that were 
caſt upon them. They, the common People of 
the Fews, and eſpecially the Incendiaries of 
them, the Scribes and Phariſees, All murmured 
at this good Work; and where Eur was, there 
was their Calumny and Reproach. 
They caſt an evil Report upon Zac for 
entertaining our Bleſſed Lord, and were as an- 
gry with our Lord for being entertained by him. 
Oh, he was gone to be a Gueſt with a Man that 
was a Sinner.

nnd never crying, enomgnb Any Man accuſed, 
much, Was to buy off the Rate, or to bribe the 
Tax-gatherer, or to pay the uttermoſt Farthing. 
And therefore that Zaccbeus might not ſeem to 
mock God, might not give with one Hand what 
he had ſtollen or raked with another, might not 
rob the Spital to relieve the Poor; he is here at | ' 
the ſame Time making a Reparation and ample 
Satisfaction for all the Wrongs and Treſpaſſes 
committed by him; refunding all the Wages of 
Iniquity, reſtoring the Wedge of Achan, the 
< Garments'of Gehazi, all Manner of open [Theft 
or ſecret / Guile, founding his Charity upon the 
true Baſis, that of Honeſty. As well knowing 
that the juſt God would diſdain to accept what 
was wrongfully taken from his Neighbour.

6. Another good Expreſſion lieth in the Ful - 
neſs of Reſtitution, and moſt abundant Satisfa- 
cCition, Four.-fold. Not content to add a Fifth Part | 
for Compenſation of the Wrong , as requird 
| Numb. 5. 7. He ſhall recompenſe his Treſpaſs 
with, the Principal thereof, and add unto it the 
Fifth Part thereof, and give # unto him ag ainſt 
ehem be hath treſpaſſed. Nor again content 
with reſtoring double, or twice as much as he 
had taken away; which was thought ſufficient 
among the 7eme, upon the Stealing of live 
Cattle, Exod. 22. 4. If the Theft be certainly 
found in his Hand alive, whether it be Ox or Afs, 
or Sheep, he ſhall reſtore double. But J ſay Zasc- 
cheus laid upon himſelf a greater Penance, and 
would make a fuller Reſtitution , even Fo folds

Which was the moſt rigorous Injunction among 
the Jews, where the Thief firſt ſtole a Sheep, 
and then killed it, Exod. 22. 1. And this there- 
fors was the Judgment pronounced againſt the 
rich Man, 'who had talen away the poor Man's 
Lamb, and kill d it, and dreſs dit for the Tra- 
veller. 2 Sam. 12. 6. He Fon reſtore the Lamb 
Four. fold, becauſe be did this Thing, and becauſe 
Not but that it is'in the Quora of Reſtitution, 
as it is in the Quota of Charity. No Portion is 
abſolutely fix d and determin d, let every Man 
do as he is fatisfied in his own Mind; Making or 
offering at leaſt ſome Satisfaction for every wil- 
ful Injury and Wrong, to the Party if remaining, 
if not, to their Children or Heirs; if they are 
extinct, to ſome Relation of them; if all are 
gone, to the Poor and Needy, for they are the 
Truſtees of God, appointed to receive all juſt 
Dues, when there is none elſe to demand them. 
And now hear a Word or Two of the Reward 
of Charity and honeſt Dealing; no leſs than 
eternal Salvation; yet not the Wages or Merit 
of thoſe good Works, but the great Mercy and 
Free-Gift of God. Ver. 9. And Jeſus ſaid unto 
him, This Day is Salvation come to this Houſe, 
He is now in the Way to Heaven, in the Capa- 
city and Method of ſaving his own Soul, and 
the Souls of his whole Family.
